O convince the world, that I am not actuated by the

Whether animoſities would have ſubſided between us, if I had 
not wrote it, it is now impoſſible, as I apprehend, to pronounce 
with any degree of certainty. All I can ſay to prove the con- 
trary, is, that my Siſter, againſt whom they had no plea, was 
equally neglected; not one of our Family having taken the leaſt 
notice of either of us, from December 5th, 1774, until the 
31/ft of Fuly following: and that my Aunt, upon her coming 

ere, very readily engaged in writing to me, notwithſtanding, 
1 gave her no room to imagine, I had laid afide the thoughts 
of the Publication: from whence, I infer, her filence before 
could not have proceeded from that. Theſe proofs are ſub- 
mitted to the conſideration of thoſe who are better acquainted 
with the world, and more ſagacious than I, whether there 
i any weight in them or not. My difinclination to the ſtep 
muſt, I ſhould ſuppoſe, ſufficiently appear from the time which 
has elapſed ſince I firſt talked of it : I have ſtill protracted, 
in the hope that an accommodation might take place. But as, 
now, all proſpect of that is ſhut out; my Aunt too, encroach- 
ing upon our liberty in refuſing to ſatisfy us with regard to 
my Mother's affairs, and by endeaveuring to draw Her into 
/igning a ratification of what ſhe has done, when in the courſe

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of ſixteen years ſhe has never given in one regular account. 
. Theſe, and other provocations, which naturally rouze our ap- 
prehenſions, and make us dread the conſequences of ſuch ar- 
bitrary meaſures, determine me to poſtpone the Publication 
no longer ;—but, without theſe circumſtances, I flatter myſelf 


I can not be condemned, for endeavouring to vindicate myſelf 
from the charge of Vice, or Folly : one of which, I muſt ne- 


ceſſarily incur, when it is known, that there is an irreconcile- 
able breach between my Aunt and me. 

As to my Letters, I have little more to ſay for them, than that 
except two or three, they were not written with a view to being 
Printed; nor, indeed, with an expectation of entertaining: 
but written, as occaſion required, under great depreſſion of 
ſpirits, or in @ violent hurry : many of them taken from very 
defective copies, with faults, I have reaſon to believe, which 
were not in the originals. Fuſtice demanded there ſhould not be 
the ſmalleſt alteration, and I have ſacrificed vanity to juſtice. 
T ſhall only add, that whatever is my lot here, on earth, I truſt, 
T fhall hereafter find favour with an All-Seeing, All- Fuſt,

J did hope it would have been agreeable to you to have returned to your 
friends and country, and that I might have ſhewn you my accounts of the 
money which I received and paid for you, and that we might have come to a 
final ſettlement, and to have given up to you the letter of attorney, to have 
been your own receiver; however, till your return, I ſhall do it to the beſt of 
my power, | 
We wiſhed heartily to have ſeen you and Miſs M-, from hoping that you 
would have had more happineſs and comfort, with eſpecially 8—, who is 
affectionate and dutiful to all her relations, and would join her endeavours with 
her filters, to have contributed all in her power to your comfort and ſatis- 
faction. But as you have determined to tay ſome time longer, and as we would
